This  is  due  to  the  ex¬ 
treme  shortage  of  circulating  small  change,  particularly  in 
the  West  in  these  reconstruction  times.

Coin  shows  traditionally  are  a  good  barometer 
for  measuring  the  overall  level  of  activity  on  the  rare 
coin  market.  Although  shows  account  for  only  a 
small  fraction  of  the  total  business  conducted  each 
year,  they  consistently  and  accurately  reflect  the 
tempo  and  strength  of  the  overall  numismatic  scene. 

Auctions,  an  invaluable  source  of  market 
information,  are  often  conducted  in  conjunction  with 
major  shows. 

Professionals,  hobbyists  and  investors  all 
eagerly  anticipated  the  recent  Florida  United 
Numismatists  (F.U.N.)  Show  and  subsequent  shows 
in  Florida  and  California.  Since  the  Central  States 
Convention  in  Lincoln,  Nebraska  last  April,  the 
hectic  acceleration  that  the  market  experienced  for 
approximately  a  year  has  slowed  to  a  calmer  pace. 
The  F.U.N.  Show  confirmed  that  the  new,  steady 
pace  will  continue  in  1981. 

Dealers,  apparently  armed  with  ample  capital, 
are  seeking  high-quality  numismatic  material  for  their 
customers.  There  was  little  to  go  around  at  1981  ’s 
inaugural  conventions,  however.  And,  as  usual,  the 
nicest  material  carried  the  steepest  price  tags. 


Dealers  are  earnestly  optimistic  about  the  future 
of  the  market,  and  most  are  of  the  opinion  that  coin 
prices  will  be  higher  a  year  from  now,  especially 
among  high-quality  items. 

Commemorative  silver  coins  showed  renewed 
activity  at  recent  shows,  with  the  under-$500  issues 
in  MS  65  or  better  condition  in  the  most  demand. 
Interest  in  MS  65  or  better  Morgan  and  Peace 
Dollars,  as  well  as  gold  type  coins,  was  high,  but 
generous  offers  materialized  in  only  a  few 
transactions. 

Proof  gold  and  other  very  expensive  (more 
than  $  1 0,000  each)  coins  were  met  with  more 
enthusiasm  than  in  previous  months,  with  at  least  one 
Proof  Saint  Gaudens  Double  Eagle  trading  hands. 
Several  other  five-figure  items  were  traded,  including 
a  superb  1 934-S  Dollar  at  well  over  $  1 0,000. 

Future  “Trends”  columns  will  update  any 
significant  developments  in  the  rare  coin  marketplace.

Barber  Coinage  -- 
Proud  Reflection 
Of  Our  Heritage

Perhaps  one  of  the  best  known  of  U.S. 
Mint  engravers,  Charles  E.  Barber  is  most 
often  remembered  for  his  “Barber  dime, 
quarter  and  half  dollar.’’  However,  were  you 
also  aware  that  he  designed  the  Liberty  Head 
Nickel  five  cent  piece  as  well  as  numerous 
medals  and  patterns? 

Some  numismatists  consider  Barber 
coinage  too  simplistic  and  devoid  of  “art 
d ’excellence.”  In  my  opinion,  the  Miss 
Liberty  portrayed  by  Barber  coinage  displays 
the  attributes  of  classical  artistry. 

The  obverse  of  all  four  of  Barber’s 
coins  -  the  nickel,  dime,  quarter  and  half 
dollar  --  have  the  head  of  Miss  Liberty.  On 
the  nickel  Miss  Liberty  faces  left,  while  her 
head  faces  right  on  the  other  denominations. 

Hie  reverse  of  the  nickel  shows  the 
Roman  numeral  “V”  (hence,  the  term  “V 
nickel”),  the  dime  has  “One  Dime”  within  a 
wreath,  while  the  quarter  and  half  dollar  share 
the  heraldic  eagle.  The  five-pointed  star  was 
used  for  the  first  time  on  the  reverse  of  the 
quarter.  This  change  probably  was  due  to  the 
presence  of  the  five-pointed  star  on  the  Great 
Seal  of  the  United  States,  an  adaptation  of 
which  forms  the  reverse  of  this  type. 

Considering  the  stage  of  development  of 
the  United  States  during  the  late  1 800s  and 
the  characteristics  of  our  silver  coinage  prior  to 
the  “Barber  era,”  Charles  Barber’s  coinage 


reflects  a  change  in  direction,  a  new  art  style 
and  progress.  During  the  “Barber  era,”  X 
rays  were  discovered,  gold  was  discovered  on 
the  Klondike  River  in  Alaska  and  William 
McKinley  was  elected  President. 

Consumers  during  the  “Barber  era” 
could  have  spent  some  Barber  coinage  to 
enter  the  Chicago  World’s  Fair  of  1 893  and 
to  buy  a  Columbian  half  dollar. 

Without  delving  into  mintages,  rarity 
and  other  factors  that  have  caused  Barber 
coins  to  attain  current  value  levels,  suffice  to 
say  that  a  gem  specimen  of  Barber  coinage 
could  have  been  purchased  as  recently  as  1 0 
years  ago  for  less  than  $30.  Today’s  asking 
prices  commensurately  reflect  the  comparative 
rarity  of  this  series. 

Who  knows  what  the  future  will  hold? 
In  1 990,  we  may  look  back  and  express  our 
disappointment  at  how  inexpensive  these 
beauties  were  in  1981. 

Regardless  of  your  financial  status,  don’t 
overlook  the  joy  of  owning  at  least  one  piece 
of  Barber  coinage,  a  proud,  popular  and 
significant  reflection  of  our  heritage.

Small  Cents 

Got  Off  To  A  Flying  Start

One-cent  sales  have  always  been  popular  with 
consumers.  “Buy  one  of  these  at  the  regular  price,” 
the  advertiser  says,  “and  I’ll  charge  you  just  a  penny 
for  the  second.” 

The  United  States  Mint  doesn’t  offer  money  at 
a  discount,  but  it,  too,  has  found  that  one-cent  sales 
are  successful.  It  made  that  discovery  on  May  25, 
1857,  when  it  held  a  special  sale  to  help  introduce 
the  Flying  Eagle  cent  -  the  first  “small-size”  cent  in 
the  nation’s  history. 

Thousands  of  “shoppers”  descended  upon  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  on  that  memorable  day  to  buy 
the  newly  minted  coins.  And  while  they  had  to  pay 
full  price  for  every  piece,  they  obviously  regarded 
this  as  a  bargain.  Many,  in  fact,  resold  the  coins 
within  minutes  at  a  very  substantial  profit. 

Small  cents  have  been  popular  with  collectors 
ever  since.  Many  get  their  start  in  the  hobby  today 
by  collecting  Lincoln  cents.  And  while  cents  are 
inexpensive  in  comparison  with  most  other  coins, 
there  have  been  some  impressive  gains  in  the  value  of 
scarcer  issues. 

The  first  small  cents  were  actually  rather  big, 
in  relation  to  the  present-day  version.  The  Flying 
Eagle  cent  had  the  same  diameter  as  our  current 
Lincoln  cent,  but  it  weighed  a  full  50  percent 
more-72  grains,  compared  to  the  present  48.  Even 
so,  it  was  2Vi  times  lighter  than  the  coin  it  replaced, 
the  Liberty  Head  cent  now  referred  to  simply  as  the 
“large  cent.”

The  change  was  both  dramatic  and  welcome. 
The  large  cent  had  become  increasingly  unpopular 
because  it  was  considered  too  bulky;  it  was  almost  as 
heavy,  and  almost  as  big,  as  the  half  dollar.  Being 
pure  copper,  it  also  had  a  tendency  to  blacken  and 
grow  foul.  And  Uncle  Sam,  too,  was  anxious  for  a 
change:  copper  was  rising  in  price,  and  the  large  cent 
had  gotten  too  costly  to  produce.  That  very  same 
problem  exists  today  in  regard  to  our  own  much 
smaller  cent-an  interesting  reflection  of  the  inroads  of 
inflation. 

The  Flying  Eagle  cent,  as  its  name  suggests, 
bore  the  image  of  an  eagle  in  flight,  along  with  a 
simple  wreath  on  the  coin’s  reverse.  Its  simple, 
uncluttered  design  was  prepared  by  James  B. 
Longacre,  the  Mint’s  chief  sculptor-engraver.  And 
while  it  was  undistinguished  as  a  work  of  art,  that 
did  not  deter  the  hordes  that  besieged  the  mint  on  the 
coin’s  first  day  of  issue.  The  attraction  was  the  size 
and  the  novelty,  not  the  look. 

Anticipating  the  msh,  officials  erected  a 
temporary  wooden  building  in  the  yard  outside  the 
mint.  There,  they  set  up  two  separate  windows-one 
labeled  “Cents  for  Cents,”  the  other  “Cents  for 
Silver.”  People  brought  their  large  cents,  or  their 
silver  coins,  to  the  appropriate  window,  where 
weighers  and  clerks  stood  by,  ready  to  give  them  $5 
canvas  sacks  of  small  cents  in  exchange. 

Judging  from  contemporary  accounts,  the  scene 
was  like  a  vignette  from  Disneyland.  “The  invading 
throng  was  arranged  into  lines,  ”  a  journalist  wrote  in 
the  Philadelphia  Bulletin.  “These  lines,”  he  added, 
“soon  grew  to  an  unconscionable  length,  and  to 
economize  space  they  wound  around  and  around  like 
the  convolutions  of  a  snake  of  a  whimsical  turn  of 
mind.”  By  the  end  of  the  day,  the  mint  had  all  but 
exhausted  its  total  inventory  of  3  million 
pieces--$ 30,000  worth  of  the  shiny  new  cents. 
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All  of  the  coins  sold  on  that  occasion  were 
1 857  Flying  Eagles.  They  were,  however,  not  the 
first  coins  in  the  series.  A  year  earlier,  while  seeking 
authorization  to  make  the  smaller  cents,  the  Mint  had 
produced  about  1 ,000  pieces  and  given  them  to 
members  of  Congress  as  samples  of  what  it  had  in 
mind.  Technically  speaking,  those  were  pattern  coins, 
rather  than  regular  issues.  They  were  plentiful 
enough,  though,  to  be  included  in  sets  and  that  made 
them  appealing  to  collectors.  The  1 856  Flying 
Eagle  has  long  been  highly  sought  and  highly 
valued,  and  in  recent  months  it  has  soared  to  all-time 
heights.  At  present,  it  costs  about  $7,500  in  proof 
and  $4,000  in  Mint  State-65,  and  even  worn 
examples  are  worth  perhaps  $  1 ,000  or  more. 

The  only  two  regular-issue  Flying  Eagle  cents, 
those  of  1857  and  1 858,  are  almost  as  costly  in 
proof  as  the  1 856.  In  MS-65,  though,  they  bring 
only  one-third  as  much,  and  in  grades  below  that  the 
disparity  is  even  greater.  The  Mint  issued  about 
1  7.5  million  cents  in  1 857  and  24.6  in  1 858.  In 
1 858,  there  were  two  distinct  varieties-one  with 
UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  in  large 

letters  and  one  with  small  lettering.  Both,  however, 
are  relatively  common  and  worth  about  the  same. 


Though  its  weight  was  heavier  than  that  of  our 
current  cent,  the  Flying  Eagle’s  color  was  lighter. 
That  was  because  of  its  high  nickel  content:  The 
alloy  from  which  it  was  struck  had  1 2  percent  nickel 
and  88  percent  copper.  That’s  why  Flying  Eagles 
(and  the  first  few  Indian  Head  cents)  were  commonly 
referred  to  as  “white  cents.’’  In  1 864,  the  Mint 
adopted  a  new  bronze  alloy,  essentially  the  same  as 
the  one  in  use  today,  and  also  slimmed  the  cent  to  its 
present  weight. 

The  Flying  Eagle  cent  was  one  of  our  shortest- 
lived  coins.  In  1 859,  after  only  two  years  of 
issuance,  it  gave  way  to  the  now-familiar  Indian 
Head  type.  But  during  its  brief  existence,  it  cast  a 
long  shadow:  it  firmly  established  the  small-size  cent 
as  a  very  large-and  permanent-fixture  in  our 
coinage.

AUCTION

Before  retiring  for  the  Christmas  holidays,  the  numismatic 
community  made  one  last  surge  to  acquire  quality  material  by  attending 
our  December  14-15  “Thomas  L.  Moore  Sale.” 

Consignors  clearly  were  pleased  with  results  of  the  sale:  Prices 
realized  totaled  more  than  $2.6  million,  with  the  2,521  lots  averaging 
more  than  $1,000. 

Floor  bidders  from  across  the  nation  engaged  the  local  turnout  in 
exciting  bidding  sessions  that  drove  prices  realized  and  session  durations 
to  new  records. 

Mr.  Thomas  L.  Moore,  major  consignor  of  the  sale,  witnessed  most 
of  the  frenzied  bidding,  and  was  naturally  quite  pleased. 

“I  think  the  tremendous  sale  is  indicative  of  the  rare  coin  market’s 
strength,”  Mr.  Moore  said.  “I  certainly  don’t  see  any  reason  why  it 
should  not  continue.” 

Highlights  of  the  auction  included  a  1922  Plain  Lincoln  Cent  in  MS 
65  that  brought  $16,500,  a  world  auction  record  for  a  Lincoln  cent;  a 
1928  Hawaiian  Commemorative  Half  in  MS  67  realized  $4,700;  a  1907 
High  Relief  $20  in  MS  67  commanded  $25,000  and  an  1888  $3  in  MS 
68  sold  for  $12,500. 

Floor  bidders  acquired  80  percent  of  the  lots,  showing  particular 
interest  in  matte  proof  Buffalo  nickels,  matte  proof  Lincoln  cents,  dollars, 
three  dollar  gold  and  pre-1808  coins. 

In  closing  the  year  in  such  impressive  fashion,  the  “Thomas  L. 
Moore  Sale”  is  another  indication  that,  with  the  Garrett  and  ANA  sales, 
1980  was  an  important  time  for  numismatic  auctions. 

Our  next  sale  will  be  March  6-7;  however,  the  consignment  deadline 
has  already  elapsed.  If  you  would  like  to  participate  in  our  May  sale,  we 
will  accept  consignments  through  the  month  of  March.

Q:  Would  you  comment  on  the  rarity  of  the  1870-1873-CC  Seated  Liberty  silver  dollars 
in  mint  state  and  the  investment  potential  in  owning  one  of  them? 

A:  From  1870  to  1873,  the  Carson  City  Mint  struck  only  a  total  of  19,288  silver  dollars. 
Considering  that  less  than  6,000  specimens  (approximately  30  percent)  exist  today,  it  is  not 
a  usual  occurrence  to  see  one  of  these  dates  offered  for  sale.  Also,  many  of  the  known 
pieces  are  defaced  or  damaged,  so  a  truly  collectible  piece  is  a  rarity.  The  investment 
potential  for  these  early  dollars  is  good  considering  the  low  mintages;  however,  these  coins 
normally  would  be  purchased  by  a  “date”  collector  of  Seated  Dollars.  There  are  far  fewer 
collectors  of  the  Seated  series  than  the  Morgan  or  Peace  types. 


Q.  How  did  the  1938-D  over  S  Buffalo  nickel  come  into  being? 

A.  In  1938,  it  was  determined  that  Buffalo  nickels  would  be  coined  only  at  the  Denver  Mint, 
and  only  for  a  short  period.  This  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Buffalo  nickel  series  was 
scheduled  to  be  replaced  later  in  1938  with  the  new  Jefferson  nickels. 

The  Philadelphia  Mint,  where  all  mint  dies  are  prepared,  decided  to  use  some  reverse  dies 
with  “S”  mintmarks,  rather  than  waste  them,  and  punched  a  “D”  mintmark  over  the  “S” 
before  sending  the  dies  to  Denver  for  striking.  The  D  over  S  dies  (there  are  at  least  two 
different  varieties),  along  with  some  regular  D  mintmark  dies,  were  used  to  produce  some 
7.02  million  Buffalo  nickels  at  the  Denver  Mint  in  1938.
